In addition to being com- 
passionate towards the poor, such a deed signifies one's love, praise and deep 
respect for the Prophet and expresses one's thankfulness to Attoh for sending 
the Prophet to this nation" 
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In his "forgwg*, Ho/idft As~Sakhgwiyy (died 902 AH) said: 

"Celebrating the Mowftd was initiated three centuries after The Hr/raft. 
Since that Ome Muslims in all towns and cities celebrate the Mawlld by 
performing many rewardable deeds, such as giving chanty, reciting the 

story of the Prophet's Birth* 
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In his boo* "Husn ui-Moqsid H *AmQtti-MQWlid" Ho/idfi As-Suyutiyy (died 907 
AH) said: 

"Celebrating the Birth of the Prophet by gathering people, reotmg verses of the 
Hory Qyr'gn t reading the story of the Prophet's Birth, telling some of the mar* 
veHous incidents that were associated with his Birth, and feeding people during 
thfs occasion are all classified as virtuous and rewardable innovations that show 
dedication and appropriate respect for the Prophet*. 
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In "AJ-Hldgyah Magaane", the former Shaykh of Al-Azhor University In Egypt 
Muflommod Ai-Khadr Husayn (died 137 8 AH): 

"Celebrating the Birth of Prophet Muhammad agrees wrth the methodology of 
his companions. Hassan Ibn Thabit, "Atiyy Ibn Abi Jflfio, Al-Bara' Ibn a Aiib and 
Anas Ibn MoOk are among those whom people used to listen to when praising 
the Prophet in poetry or otherwise, and mentioning some of his noble traits, 
manners and attributes".

• Ttardry, mentioning the Prophet's impeccable traits, eiempiary manners, honour- 
able traditions and euellerrt ethics AH these encourage one to follow his path, 
methodology and behaviour. Scholars in Yemen took the opportunity when people 
gathered in the celebration to teach and guide them to the right path" 
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/mom and Hafi dh Ibn Hajar 
Al-AAsgalaniyy said: 

Among the good deeds that can be 
done In celebrating The Birth of Prophet 
Muhammod are: showing happiness, joy 
and devotion to the Prophet, gathering 
the poor and pious people and feeding 
them, reciting poetry and Islamic chants 
that inspire one to undertake good 
deeds and forbid the unlawful innova- 
tions.

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In his articles, the Turkish Muhoddith and Shaykh Muhammad Zg^ 
hid Al-Kowthariyy (died 1371 AH) said: 

"It is permitted to ask Allah, by the Prophet, in his lifetime and after 
his death. One Is asking Allah by the high rank and the prestigious 
status of the Prophet in this life and the Hereafter". 
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In his book A/iwan/Mslam, the previous Mufti of Iraq Shaykh A Abd~uhKarim 
(died 1425 AH) said: 

"Ail Muslims agreed unanimously that it is valid to ask Atlgh for things, by the 
Prophet during his lifetime and after his death. It is also permitted to ask Allah, 
by any of the Prophets, Messengers, Awtiytt' (righteous Muslims), and afl pious 
Muslims. It is among the essentials of belief that Aiigh is The Only Creator who 
brings things from the state of norveaistence into the state of eiistence, and 
nothing harms or benefits without He Will and Creating".

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Our righteous leader Imam A Umar Ibn AJ-Khattab. may Allah be pleased with 
him, said after he gathered the people to be led by one Imam during the Tarawih 
prayer in Ramadan: "Praised is this innovation" (related by Imam Bukhohyy in

Imam Ash-ShQfi*iyy concluded from this that "Innovations <n maners of Religion 
are classified into two categories First, innovations that conflict with the Qur'an 
or the San/rah [methodology of the Prophet) or an 'Aihar (saying of the Prophet 
or the companions) or the consensus of the Islamic Scholars are classified as 
innovations of misguidance.

For those who wish, they can look at what Ahtiofidh 'ofl tiojor AJ- A AsQQloniyy f 
may Atioh be pleased with him, said: "Ttie celebraoons of the honourable Birth 
of the Prophet is an Innovation of goodness*. The judgement of those who say 
that such a celebration a disallowed innovation an invalid judgement for 
the above mentioned reasons and proofs. Also, their saying contradicts the 
fatwa given by the Scholars and Imams whose knowledge is witnessed to by 
many, and whose fatwas is valid, such as AJ-Hgfidh Ibn Dihyah, AUHafidh Ah 
A lraqiyy a AJ-Hgfidh As-Sokhgwiyy, AHjofidh As~Suyvtiyv* Shaykh Ibn Hajar Ah 
Haytamryy, Shaykh Muhommad Bikhit AJ*Mun A iyy (former Mufti of Egypt) and 
Shaykh Mustafa NajQ (former Mufti of Beirut). No validity or weight is given 
to the words of those who contradict these Scholars, because they are not 
Mujtahids. Validity is given to the words of those who are in agreement with 
the statements of the considerable Scholars of Islam. In conclusion, the ruling of 
any matter that occurs after the death of Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon 
him) is allowed, as long as that matter does not disagree with the teachings of 
Islam. 

The Religion of Allah facilitates life and does not hinder it, and Allah is the One 
that Guides to the path of integrity and uprightness. Lastly our supplication to 
Allah is to unite us on spreading goodness and to bestow upon us the blessings 
of Prophet Muhammad.

Commemorating the Birth (A'-Mow/itf) of Prophet Muhammad by reciting 
the Qufqn and remembering the honourable traits and characteristics of the 
Prophet is a praised and blessed matter of immense goodness, as long as the 
celebrations do not involve any types of hideous innovations which our Religion 
rejects. 

Moreover, it should be made dear that the act of passing rules in Religion for new 
matters that appear in life is the rote of the top Scholars of Islam [Mujtahidm) 
such as Imgjn Mgfik, Ash-ShgfPiyy, Abu tiantfah and Ahmad Ibn tlanbal may 
AllQh be pleased with them and with all the righteous Saiaf. It is not the job of 
any person that has authored a small book or even large volumes to take on 
the role of the Imams of the Saiaf and Khalaf in giving religious judgements 
without referring back to the Scholars, whose knowledge has been witnessed 
to by many. 

The person that renders unlawful the celebration of Prophet Muhammad's Birth 
[AhMawfid), which involves the recitation of the Qur'gn and the remembrance 
of the honourable characteristics of the Prophet, with the excuse that the 
Prophet did not do it, is responded to with the following questions: *Do you 
object to the presence of Mahfflib (prayer niches) in the Mosques believing 
that it is an innovation of misguidance??', or 'Do you reject the assembling of 
the chapters of the Holy Qur'an [Suwar} in the present order and the insertion 
of the dots under and above some of its Arabic letters with the excuse that 
the Prophet did not do it?!' If you regard this as being unlawful then you are 
imposing constraints on all Innovations and acts of goodness that did not exist 
at the time of the Prophet in which A/taA has relieved us from. 

Imam Muslim related in his Sahih that P rophet Muhammad peace be upon him 
said what means: "The one who innovates a good innovation in Islam receives 
its reward and a reward similar to that of all those who practice it after him 
without any lessening in their reward".

His mother died when he 
was only six years of age. His grandfather Abdut-Muftalib became his 
guardian. His breast-feeding mother was Halimah As-Sa*diyyah and his 
nanny was Umm Aymon AI'tiPbashryyaK
